Dr. McDonald told the congress 


of delegates from 
57 countries 


that the United States is "the land 
of refugees." 


"With two or three exceptions 


in North and South America," he 
said, "there 
is no government 


which is liberal 
in 
its 
attitude 


toward refugees. All the rest act

their countries were 


fully populated."

Hitler Foe to Be 


Speaker in City 


Inner meanings and "sub rosa" 


activities of Naziism, Fascism and 
Ku Kluxfsm will be explained by 
Dr. Kurt Rossnfeld. former Min- 
ister of Justice in Pressia at the 
Community Center on Franklin 
and Fair streets Monday, where 
he will be a guest speaker. 


Dr. Rosenfeld, who is a German 


refugee in America, is a recogniz- 
ed authority on the subjects on 
which he will speak. He was at 
one time one of Germany's most 
distinguished members of the bar. 
He is also a noted social worker. 


The main subject of his talk 


will be "Hitler's Secret Army in 
the United States," but he will 
also touch upon various doctrines 
and political philosophies which 
are considered 
un-American. 


Dr. Rosenfeld, who came to the 


United States as a representative 
of the German Reichstag in 1925, 
to an international parliamentary 
conference, subsequent 
to that 


time incited the wrath of Hitler. 
He cross-examined him when he 
failed to answer the question of 
a Jew. Dr. Hosenfeld was then a 
lawyer in Munich, and he imposed 
a fine of 1,000 marks on the man 
who was destined to rule Ger- 
many.

Violin and Cello Built 


For Solos in Large Halls 
PASADENA, CALlF.-After eight 


years of experimentation, Dr. Hugo 
Benioff, associate professor of seis- 
mology at the California Institute of 
Technology, has a violin and a cello 
that are calculated to solve the 
problem of volume in solo perform- 
ances in huge auditoriums. 


The instruments have the conven- 


tional forms and outlines except that 
the wooden front and back are omit- 
ted. In the place of these reso- 
nance chambers, a small aluminum- 
container is placed beneath the 
strings. In the case of the cello the 
container holds a small piece of I 
crystal. Vibrations from the strings 
cause the crystal to vibrate. A wire 
carries these vibrations to amplify- 
ing devices and thence to a loud 
speaker. 


In the violin, a slightly different 


principle is used. In place of the 
crystal, there is an electro-magnet- 
ic device. When a string vibrates 
to the magnetic field of this device 
a current is produced which is an^ 
Plifled on the loud speaker.

greatest fossil beds in tho United 
States has been discovered in Con- 
tra Costa county. Ca!:J.. and is 
being worked by the Umveriity of 
California. 


Secrecy of the discovery ha* been 


maintained to date owing to the 
fact thst the bed is on private prop- 
erty, but it is row admitted thtt it 
rank* in importance with the fa- 
mous Ranch La Bre» in southern 
California. 


The layer, in which the fossil* of 


animals, birds and reptiles of the 
Lower Pliocene period of three to 
four million years ago, are imbed- 
ded, is about two feet thick, run* 
along near the surface of the earth 
for about 100 feet and then goes to 
a depth that has not been ascer- 
tained.

OUTBOARD DRIVERS START AXXUA1 SERIES 


America's top flight outboard motor boat drivers are spread- 


ing out on four fronts for the start of their annual series for 
national class crowns that will come with the running of the 
10th National Outboard Championships regatta on the Tennessee 
river at Chattanooga, September 17 and 18. 


Starting at Chicago tomorrow with the centrals, divisional 


eliminations will be held In every section of the country as the 
preliminary tests in the national titular series. 
Amateur and 


professional winners in all four of the recognized speed classes, 
A, B. C and F, automatically will qualify for the nationals next 
month. 


Pacific Coast pilots will battle for the right to compete at 


Chattanooga in the western divisionals at Harrison Lake, B. C., 
on August 2? and 28. This will be the first American champion- 
ship outboard meet ever staked outside the Urited States. 


Brownwood, Texas, will be the scene

divisionals on September 4 and 5, and the east's sectional dispute 
will be settled on the Schuykill at Philadelphia, September 9 
and 10. 


The National Outboard Championships will be staged at

run off Saturday and Sunday, September 17 and IS, and one- 
mile speed trials will be conducted on Monday, September 19.
